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Woman trapped in beach fall 


FEARS FOR LIFE OF 23 YEAR-OLD VISITOR 


A 23-YEAR-OLD woman was feared trapped 
when 400 tons of cliff-face slipped onto the 
beach at Burton Bradstock yesterday (Tues¬ 
day). 

The emergency services were called to the 
beach near the Freshwater Holiday Park at 
around 12.30 pm. 

Police, coastguards, the Fire and Rescue 
Service, the Air Ambulance and the Lyme 
Regis lifeboat were quickly on the scene. 

An eyewitness who did not wish to be named 
said a young boy, on holiday with his family, 
had reported that his sister Charlotte was 
trapped under the landslide. 

“He kept saying ‘my sister’s under there, ‘my 
sister’s under there’,” she said. “It was obvi¬ 
ous he was going into shock and I told him to 
get covered up.

“It happened so quickly I didn’t hear it be¬ 
cause of the sea. It was only when this bloke, a 
mackerel fisherman, started shouting. Then 
there was a massive ball of sand and people in 
the sea started to get out.” 

A spokesman for the South Western Ambu¬ 
lance Service NHS Trust said several vehicles 
were despatched to Burton Bradstock, follow¬ 
ing a number of 999 calls, including the ser¬ 
vice’s Hazardous Area Response Team who are 
trained to deal with “challenging scenes”. 

The statement continued: “One person is re¬ 
ported as being trapped and the ambulance 
service is working in partnership with other 


agencies on the scene to reach them as soon as 
possible.” 

The Dorset Fire and Rescue Service issued a 
statement that they were working with police 
and coastguards on the beach. 

Three coastguard teams from West Bay, 
Lyme Bay and Wyke were working at the scene 
with the coastguard helicopter from Portland 
searching for possible trapped persons and 
keeping the public away from the area.” 

The coastguard spokesperson was unable to 
comment on there being more than one person 
trapped. There was at least one other injured 
person who was treated at the scene. 

A specialist Urban Search and Rescue Team 
from Exeter with dogs was also despatched to 
the incident.

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NEW director at Lyme Regis Museum, David 
Tucker, comes from a large rural family in Greens 
Norton, Northamptonshire, and now lives in 
Dorchester. 

He was formerly County Museums Advisor for 
Dorset but said doing something really signifi¬ 
cant on the Dorset coast was too tempting to ig¬ 
nore, and he started as diretcor of the 
award-winning museum in Lyme Regis in May. 

He is married to wife Gail, a schoolteacher, and 
has three children aged 14,16 and 19. 


• WHAT attracted you to the job of director at Lyme 
Regis Museum? 

What really attracted me to Lyme was the potential the 
museum has to become the heritage site on the Jurassic 
Coast. Lyme is the home of palaeontology and the mu¬ 
seum is built on the site of MaryAnning's house.The mu¬ 
seum was endowed over 100 years ago by the Philpot 
family - who had strong connections with Mary Anning. 

• HOW will you be moving ahead with the museum's 
planned extension and how will this benefit the mu¬ 
seum? 

I'll be starting work on a bid to the Heritage Lottery Fund 
in the next few months and we'll make sure that we 
work with and consult with our partners on the Coast, 
especially Lyme Regis Development Trust, the Heritage 
Centre at Charmouth and of course the Jurassic Coast 
team at Dorset County Council 

• WHAT other plans do you have for the future of the 
museum? 

We have to do more to celebrate Lyme's great literary 
connections - not just Austen and John Fowles, but 
some of the less well-known links like Tolkien. I'm also 
keen to do something to develop the story of Lyme's 
greatest citizen, Thomas Coram, the founder of the 
Foundlings Hospital. 

• WHAT upcoming exhibitions can we look forward 
to at the museum? 

We're considering this at the moment - things have 
been left in great shape by my predecessor Mary God¬ 
win, and what we need to do is to balance the demands 
of trying to fund the extension with making changes in 
the museum. At the moment we have a small exhibition 
commemorating the life of Di Wiscombe - a Lyme girl 
who won a gold medal at the Paralympic Games. 

• IS there anything in Lyme's history that is of par¬ 
ticular interest to you? 
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I like the story of the Siege of Lyme. In civil war terms I'm 
one of life's Roundheads, and the brave folk of Lyme sent 
King Charles I's army on their way. 

• WHAT do you like about working in Lyme Regis? 

An obvious one - the sea and the view from my window. 
I've discovered a fantastic team of volunteers who bring 
a tremendous amount to the museum. 

• IS there anything you would like to change about 
or add to the town? 

I'm reluctant to criticise Lyme in any way - it seems a bit 
churlish as I don't live here. Perhaps a bit more free park¬ 
ing for people that work here would be good. That and 
an extension to the museum! 

• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

I like to get out jogging and walking. As I'm getting on 
a bit and have rubbish knees it tends to be more fast 
walking nowadays. I write very bad novels that no one 
will ever publish. I love films, but absolutely loathe 3D. I 
also play the guitar in a ham-fisted way and was once 
the bass player in the second best blues band in west 
Wiltshire. I like football, I've supported Everton for over 
40 years since I saw them lose 4-0 on "Match of the Day" 
in 1971. 

• WHICH three people (past or present) would you 
invite to your dream dinner party? 

Paul Newman, because of his acting, politics and altru¬ 
ism; Bobby Charlton simply for being the best footballer 
ever to pull on an England shirt; and Spike Milligan be¬ 
cause his war memoirs are the funniest thing I've ever 
read. I would have said Sir David Attenborough, but I've 
already had the pleasure of dinner with him! 

• WHERE is your ideal holiday destination? 

When I was a child, it was always Swanage. Now I'm 
lucky enough to live in Dorset, probably France. I have 
quite modest tastes and walking along the wide empty 
beaches of Normandy in half-decent weather is enough 
for me.

TAXI DRIVER'S FLOOD STRICKEN CAB GIVEN A TICKET... AT 5:15AM 


A CABBIE is fighting the parking 
ticket he received when his taxi was left 
stranded during the floods that caused 
havoc throughout Bridport. 

Pat’s Taxis co-owner Terry Houston 
was slapped with the ticket at 5:15am 
after he was forced to leave one of his 
cabs on a double yellow line on the 
night of the worst flooding in the area 
for decades. 

It is the first parking ticket the 52- 
year-old has received in 30 years. 

He said: “One of my guys broke down 
at around midnight on Saturday when 
all the flooding was everywhere.

“It was pointless trying to get a truck 
out to move it. The floods were so bad 
you couldn’t get anywhere, no one was 
going to come out. 

“So we pushed the car to the side of 
the road just at the beginning of double 
yellow lines and put a big note on the 
window explaining what had happened. 

“At eight o’clock the next morning we 
went to try to move it and there was this 


parking ticket. It was issued at 5:15am 
in the worst weather for decades. 

“I couldn’t believe it. For a traffic 
warden to be out issuing tickets at five 
o’clock in the morning on a night like 
that, I’m astonished.

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“The note we left explaining what had 
happened was on an A4 piece of paper.

Rock fall closes sea walk 

'REAL RISK OF INJURY TO PUBLIC' 


A SECTION of West Bay 
esplanade has been shut off 
from the public because of 
safety fears. 

The western end of the 
esplanade is closed be¬ 
cause of the danger of 
falling rocks - some be¬ 
lieved to be more then half 
a metre long. 

The closure was enforced 
when West Dorset District 
Council and its partners, 
including Dorset County 
Council and the Maritime 
and Coastguard Agency, 
found loosened rocks 
along a 70-metre section of 
the cliffs following this 
month’s heavy storms. 

Inspectors found over¬ 
hanging rocks at the top of 
the cliff appeared ready to 
fall and slurry had over¬ 


flowed onto the walkway. 

The district council’s 
technical services team are 
unable to say when the sec¬ 
tion will be re-opened but 
the situation is being as¬ 
sessed daily. 

Nick Browning, from 
WDDC Technical Services 
team, said there was a real 


risk of injury happening to 
walkers along the section 
of the esplanade. 

He said: “We chose to 
close it because of the risk 
to the public. There’s a risk 
of quite large rocks coming 
down as a result of wet 
weather and there will be 
for several weeks.” 



Entombed couple died 'instantaneously'

Michael Rolfe who were 
killed when a landslide 
crashed into their car at the 
mouth of Beaminster Tun¬ 
nel. 

The couple lay in their 
car under hundreds of 
tonnes of bricks, mud and 
foliage for 10 days before 
they were discovered by 
police on July 17th. 

An inquest, which was 
opened and adjourned on 
Friday, July 20th, heard 
that rescue efforts would 
not have saved the couple 
lives. A full inquest will be 
heard later in the year. 

The coroner heard evi¬ 
dence that a pathologist 
found the cause of death for 
the 67-year-old Mrs Snell 
was chest compression due 
to trapping in landslip. The 


pathologist found 72-year- 
old former surgeon Mr 
Rolfe, from Fivehead, near 
Taunton died from a frac¬ 
ture of the cervical spine 
due to trapping in landslip. 

The coroner said the death 
of Mrs Snell would have 
been “very rapid”, while the 
death of Mr Rolfe would 
have been instantaneous. 

It has been stated the 
prospect of rescue for all 
practical purposes would 
have been nil. 

Mrs Snell from Misterton, 
near Crewkerne, had re¬ 
cently begun a relationship 
with Mr Rolfe and the pair 
had been for a romantic din¬ 
ner in Beaminster in the 
hours leading up to the hor¬ 
rific accident. 

The pair were found after 


a search of their bank 
records showed they had 
been in the Beaminster 
area. 

Firefighters from 

Beaminster had previously 
checked the area of the 
landslide with heat seeking 
equipment, which had 
failed to pin-point the cou¬ 
ple. 

The gruesome discovery 
was only made when Som¬ 
erset Police alerted their 
colleagues in Dorset and a 
second search was con¬ 
ducted. 

Independent Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission (IPCC) 
stated it was happy with the 
way Dorset Police handled 
the case. 

The watchdog said the 
force responded quickly 


enough after being told the 
pair may be in the area and 
that there was no issue to 
investigate. 

Officers are appealing for 
anyone who may have seen 
the victim’s silver coloured 
Skoda motor car being 
driven on the A3066 from 
Beaminster village centre 
to Beaminster Tunnel be¬ 
tween 9.30pm and 
10.30pm on Saturday, July 
7th. 

This was the day when 
heavy rainfall battered the 
area causing widespread 
floods. 

♦ Beaminster Town Coun¬ 
cil have called a public 
meeting for Monday, July 
30th for police to address 
their concerns over the tun¬ 
nel deaths.

dropped. Why was this officer out at five in the morn¬ 
ing on a night like that? 

“They’re supposed to be employed by the council 
but I can’t see why the council would send someone 
out at that time on a night like that. 

“They know you can’t get recovery. It makes you 
wonder if someone somewhere is thinking ‘hello, 
we’ll get a few tonight’, as though it’s some sort of 
privatised thing. 

“They must have desperately wanted to issue that 
ticket. It just doesn’t make any sense”. 

No flooding around car 

A spokesman for Dorset County Council backed the 
decision to issue the ticket. 

He said: “The flooding is not a mitigating factor in 
this case. Photographic evidence shows there was no 
flooding immediately around the car. 

“If it was not possible to get around the area then the 
officer would not have been out on patrol. 

“We have officers out 24 hours a day as you’re not 
allowed to park on a double yellow line at any time. 

“All our enforcement officers are in-house. We do 
not employ any private contractors to issue parking 
notices. We do not have any incentive schemes either.” 

He conceded that Mr Houston was within his rights 
to appeal the decision. 

He said: “If they can provide proof that the vehicle 
had broken down then the appeal would be success¬ 
ful.”

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Uncertain future for 
district council offices 


WEST Dorset District Council has 
been unable to confirm whether or 
not it has found a buyer for its High 
West Street offices and associated 
buildings in Dorchester. 

There are now fears that at least 
some of the site will remain empty 
when staff move out towards the end 
of the year - with a second market¬ 
ing exercise needed. 

In a statement issued last week the 
council said: “The district council re¬ 
cently conducted an initial tender ex¬ 
ercise for the disposal of the Stratton 
House campus. 

“We received several bids in rela¬ 
tion to the sale of the site. Officers 
are now considering the bids and po¬ 
tential next steps. In due course they 
will draft a report on the matter for 
councillors to consider.” 

The View has asked for an explana¬ 
tion of the phrase “initial tender ex¬ 
ercise” as it had previously been 
understood there would only be one 
- and for confirmation of whether 
the bids are for the whole of the site, 
or, as we have been told, for just 
parts of it. 

We have also asked how many bids 
were received and for a timetable for 
the next phase in the disposal of the 
building. 

Sources claim that the only viable 
bids are for small properties in Glyde 
Path Road and Colliton Street and 
the accompanying car park.

move to new offices in Charles 
Street fear the site may become run¬ 
down if a suitable buyer cannot be 
found. 

The Bristol-based company, GVA, 
which has been marketing the offices 
and outlying buildings since May has 
said from the outset that they were 
confident of finding a buyer, or buy¬ 
ers if the site is sub-divided. 

Their sales brochure offered 


around 4,600 square metres of office 
space over a 1.6 acre site, together 
with around 85 car parking spaces. 

The site, or campus’ as the district 
council has chosen to call it, also in¬ 
cludes the former county path’ labo¬ 
ratory, Glyde Path House; the 
cottages at 36-41 Colliton Street, 
which are used as offices; 17 and 17a 
Colliton Street and Old School 
House. 

Also for sale is the Bennets Court 
car park in Colliton Street. 

“The campus would suit a variety 
of uses which may include offices, 
leisure, retail and residential, to be 
achieved through sympathetic con¬ 
version and redevelopment of the ex¬ 
isting buildings,” said the sales 
brochure. 

The sale was by informal tender 
with offers invited for all the proper¬ 
ties or for individual lots. 

Robert Gould, leader of West 
Dorset District Council, said: “The 
sale of these properties is part of our 
agreed strategy to relocate to smaller 
offices in Charles Street later this 
year, so generating best return on our 
investment, and best value for the 
town. 

“This is a wonderful opportunity 
for a sensitive development to bring 
a new lease of life to this area of 
Dorchester.” 

At the time of going to press the 
district council was unable to com¬ 
ment. 
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Two arrested in drugs raid 

POLICE smashed a suspected cannabis growing op¬ 
eration when they swooped on a Bridport address. 

Two arrests were made and a large amount of 
herbal cannabis was discovered growing in the loft 
of the North Street property following the raid. 

Bridport police officers were acting on a tip-off 
from members of the public when they struck at 
8.30am on July 19th. 

A 20-year-man and a 21 -year-old woman living at 
the same address were arrested on suspicion of cul¬ 
tivating cannabis. They have been released on po¬ 
lice bail while enquiries continue. 

Sergeant James Rowe co-ordinated the operation 
to search and deal with any evidence of criminal be¬ 
haviour at the property. 

The latest drugs raid is the fourth - and the third 
this month - to have been carried out in the Brid¬ 
port and West Bay this year. A total of five people 
have been arrested in the raids. 

PC Scott McGregor said the raid was part of the 
force's commitment to stamping out drug use in 
the town. 

He said:"This is part of the ongoing initiative taken 
by officers to tackle and disrupt the supply of con¬ 
trolled drugs in Bridport. 

"This warrant was executed as a result of informa¬ 
tion provided to us from the public. 

"It demonstrates the value of information gained 
from the community allowing us to take pro-active 
action in stamping out the scourge of such drugs 
and associated criminality within our town. 

"We will continue to act on information provided 
to us from the public. I would ask anyone with any 
information to come forward and help us make 
your area safer. 

"A search warrant obtained from West Dorset 
Magistrates under legislation of 'The Misuse of 
Drugs Act 1971 was executed at an address in North 
Street, Bridport during the morning of Thursday 
July 19th 2012.

Call for inclusive gardening dub to continue

A GARDENING club is 
calling for new volunteers 
to help continue its legacy. 

The club is looking for 
volunteer co-ordinators to 
continue working with 
groups and individuals - 
which have previously in¬ 
cluded physically and 
mentally handicapped 
children. 

The call comes as club 
members voice concerns 
about its future since the 
announcement that co-or¬ 
dinator Carolyn Brightwa- 
ter is leaving after leading 
the club for two years. 

Fellow co-ordinator 
Lucy Baggs is also set to 
leave. 

The allotments behind St 
Mary’s Church were cre¬ 
ated three years ago and 
are leased by Bridport 
Community Orchard 
Group (BCOG) from 
Bridport Town Council. 

A statement from BCOG 
said it was committed to 
the gardening club but dis¬ 
cussions on how the allot¬ 
ments are run in the future 
were ongoing. 

Ms Brightwater said she 
hoped the club would not 
fold. 

The horticultural thera¬ 
pist said: “Potentially this 
is a great opportunity lost 
and that would be a real 
shame. I hope it continues 


and I hope they find a vol¬ 
unteer but it’s been quite a 
few months and nobody 
has come forward.” 

Former teacher Ms 
Baggs said: “I just feel re¬ 
ally sad. I feel that all the 
really good aspects of it, 
the inclusivity and support 
it offers will be lost. 

“I returned to the area 
about a year ago and this 
club has been a really good 
support network helping 
me meet people. I just feel 
really sad it’s not going to 
carry on like it was.” 


The 12 members of the 
gardening club - which in¬ 
cludes people with learning 
and mental health prob¬ 
lems - meet every Thurs¬ 
day afternoon. 

The allotment has hosted 
a number mental and phys¬ 
ical disability groups in¬ 
cluding Moving On, the 
Deaf Skills Group and 
Mountjoy School. 

Club member Liz Silk 
said her daughter Rosie, 
who suffers with Down’s 
Syndrome, had found the 
club hugely beneficial. 


She said: “Rosie’s confi¬ 
dence has grown so much. 
She comes in and works 
well with everybody. She 
was never confident to go 
out on her own but now I 
can drop her off and know 
she’s well looked after be¬ 
cause she’s happy to walk 
to the allotments by her¬ 
self.” 

BCOG are looking to ex¬ 
tend the use of the commu¬ 
nity allotments to more 
people and are inviting ex¬ 
pressions of interest from 
local groups who might 
wish to have the use of one 
or more of the beds. 

BCOG chairman Jill 
Lloyd thanked Ms Bright¬ 


water for her hard work 
and said the plan was to 
continue moving the club 
forward. 

She said: “We will con¬ 
tinue to be there for the 
gardening club who will 
continue to decide how the 
land is used until the end of 
the season, then if they 
want to carry on meeting 
there next year they can. 

“We will continue to sup¬ 
port them and they can 


have some of the allotment 
beds, but not all of them. 

“There’s going to be a 
change at the gardening 
club and this is an opportu¬ 
nity, not a disaster. It’s a 
change for the existing 
club but a very good op¬ 
portunity for others to be¬ 
come involved.”

VOLUNTEERS are needed to meet the 
demand for a buddy-up scheme in Brid- 
port. 

The scheme which matches people 
with the elderly and vulnerable is prov¬ 
ing such a success that more volunteers 
are needed to sign up. 

The Bridport Buddies scheme pro¬ 
vides the area’s most needy residents 
with home support, helping them to re¬ 
main independent and stay in their own 
homes. 

The initiative launched in May has al¬ 
ready matched three friends together.

Projects (POPP), NHS Dorset and 
WRVS are working together on the 
service. 

Volunteer Ron Lee said he had got as 
much from the scheme as he had given. 

The retired chemical analyst said: 
“What I’m doing at the moment is see¬ 
ing a bloke in a care-home which gives 
his wife a chance to get out and gives 
him a bloke to talk to. 

“I go once a week and have a chat and 
it’s very good. People thinking about 
volunteering should be prepared to give 
it a month and see if it’s for them - but 
to say no it’s not for you without trying 
is missing a real opportunity to meet a 
new friend.” 

Lisa Knight, from NHS Dorset, said 
volunteers should have good communi¬ 
cation skills. 

She said: “The scheme is important 
on a number of levels but first and fore¬ 
most the local community indentified 
that there is need for community sup¬ 
port for vulnerable adults and older 
adults.”

There will also be a full pro¬ 
gramme of entertainment to 
herald the live coverage of 
the London 2012 opening cer¬ 
emony in the Live Site area on 
27th July from 2pm. 1,000 
voices will perform Coastal 
Voices, a landmark project 
bringing members community 
choirs together to perform four 
new commissions under the 
musical director Howard 
Moody. New work by Sonia 
Slany, John Surman, 

John.K.Miles and Marc Yeats, all written as a response to the Jurassic Coast, 
will be performed. As well as this renowned folk artist Eliza Carthy and vocal 
ensemble I Faglioni will peform Welcome Songs, a suite of celebratory songs 
inspired by four areas linked to the Games accompanied by South West 
Music School. This feast of audio delights is free for everyone to enjoy, but 
there will be a capacity limit of 15,000 so make sure you get there early! 

Have you ever seen a film in a 360 degree screen? Well now you can. 
ICCI360 Arena will open its unique arena from 26th July right through to Sep¬ 
tember film screenings and live performances from the likes of Triops and 
the popular Bristol based Kid Carpet. Come along to see Marc Yeats con¬ 
ducting his new commission, an audio landslide Sturzstrom, part of Coastal 
Voices, in this venue at 6pm on 27th July. 

The next week will certainly 
be a momentous occasion 
for all involved.

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


LORD Byron, was a leading figure in the Roman¬ 
tic Movement. He is regarded as one of the 
greatest British poets and remains widely read 
and influential. He travelled to fight against the 
Ottoman Empire in the Greek War of Independ¬ 
ence, for which Greeks revere him as a national 
hero. He died at 36 years old from a fever con¬ 
tracted while in Missolonghi in Greece. Byron 
was celebrated in life for his aristocratic excesses 
including huge debts, numerous love affairs, ru¬ 
mours of a scandalous incestuous liaison with 
his half-sister, and his self-imposed exile. It has 
been speculated recently that he perhaps suf¬ 
fered from bipolar disorder, or manic depres¬ 
sion. Modern psychologists would argue he 
'needed help'. But he certainly didn't need help 
to write poetry.

Get tough on drink driving, say motorists 


EIGHTY per cent of motorists say those who repeat¬ 
edly drink drive should have their vehicles seized and 
sold or scrapped, according to a poll by the 1AM (Insti¬ 
tute of Advanced Motorists) 1. Fifty per cent think that 
this should also happen to drivers several times over 
the limit. 

The respondents were also behind reducing the 
drink-drive limit. Sixty-six per cent want to see the 
limit reduced, with most of these saying it should be 
lowered to a maximum of 50mg of alcohol per 100ml 
of blood. Twenty-eight per cent think we should have 
a zero-tolerance policy. 

People convicted of drink driving generally lose their 
licence for a year and receive an average fine of £240. 
Fifty-seven per cent think this is too weak, and that 
punishments for drink drivers should be tougher - 
thirty-eight per cent much tougher. 

Other findings include: 

• Fifty-five per cent of poll respondents support a 
proportionate, graduated system of penalties, if the 
limit was reduced. For example, lower penalties would 


be given to drivers caught under the current limit, but 
above the new one. 

• Almost half of respondents admit to having a drink 
while driving, within the current limit. 

• Seventy-nine per cent say a decrease in the limit 
wouldn't affect their enjoyment of an evening out. 
Nineteen per cent said it would. 

• Eighty four per cent said a reduction in the limit 
wouldn't change their plans to go out. 

1AM chief executive Simon Best said: "The support is 
there for tougher treatment of drink drivers. 

"Not only do the majority want a lower limit - they 
also want tougher punishment for those that break 
the law, especially the worst offenders who present 
the greatest danger to other road users, their passen¬ 
gers and themselves. 

"Our poll shows a desire to see more effective drink 
drive levels as well as much greater consistency of en¬ 
forcement, prosecution, and sentencing, which re¬ 
flects the level of danger associated with drinking 
drivers."

BVRLA pushes back against fleet Tax attack' 


THE BVRLA has taken the first steps to counter the fleet sector'tax 
attack'launched in this year's Budget. 

It has written to HM Treasury to express concern over the business 
car tax measures outlined by the Chancellor and has assembled a 
'Business CarTaxation Taskforce'to develop lobbying strategies and 
technical arguments against what it sees as discrimination against 
the sector. 

The Budget announced last March introduced a series of changes 
to the company car tax regime and made it much harder for BVRLA 
members and their customers to claim tax relief (Capital Al¬ 
lowances) on lease and rental vehicles. Documents obtained by the 
BVRLA under the Freedom of Information Act show that the Gov-

ernment hopes to earn an extra £2bn from company car tax be¬ 
tween 2013 and 2017 and make nearly one million fewer business 
cars eligible for 100% first year or standard tax relief during the 
same period. 

The association believes that these changes will place an even 
more disproportionate tax burden on essential road transport users 
and remove a vital stimulus for the ultra-low carbon vehicle mar¬ 
ket. 

"Tax incentives for reducing fleet emissions have worked too well 
and the government is worried about falling revenues", said BVRLA 
chief executive John Lewis. 

"But these measures are ill-advised, unfair and over aggressive. 
There is almost total consensus across the road transport and au¬ 
tomotive industry that the government is in danger of erecting a 
massive roadblock across the road to low-carbon motoring". 

The newly-formed taskforce plans to commission an independent 
report that will use member statistics and other data to challenge 
unfair elements of the government's Capital Allowances regime. 

In particular it wants to reverse the decision to remove the 100% 
first-year capital allowances available on low-emission vehicles from 
leased cars, which would also impact rental firms. 

The group will also seek to challenge the continuing application 
of the Lease Rental Restriction, which prevents companies deduct¬ 
ing the full cost of leasing or renting certain cars from their taxable 
profits. 

The BVRLA has already started trying to persuade the govern¬ 
ment to introduce a more gradual increase in company car tax for 
people driving cars emitting between 0 and 75g/km C02 after April 
2015. At the moment, these cars will go from either being taxed at 
a zero rate or 5% of their P11D price to a 13% rate overnight. It is al¬ 
ready making company drivers hold back on choosing an ultra-low 
emission car while they re-evaluate the impact on their take home 
pay. 

"We understand the need for austerity measures, but this assault 
on essential road users will result in more harm to the environment. 
It is even more misguided than the Pasty Tax," said Lewis.

LYME Regis Football Club will attempt to retain the 
Perry Street League Premier Division title without 
the services of pick-of-the-league goalkeeper Ashley 
Caddy, writes Howard Larcombe. 

Caddy, who has been pivotal between the sticks in 
what has been the most successful period in the 
club's 127-year history, has accepted a position with 
sports equipment company Woodworm in Hong 
Kong and will be heading off in September to join 
his girlfriend Faye Cable who is a practicing vet in the 
area. 

When Caddy was unavailable last season teenager 
Will Meech was promoted from the Reserves to don 
the gloves. But Meech will be sidelined for the start 
of the season with a wrist injury. 

One option for new Lyme manager Karl Diment is 
the experienced Chris Higgs. 

Higgs, who has played for Axminster Town for the 
past seven seasons in the Devon & Exeter and South 
West Peninsula Leagues, lives a short distance from 
the Seasiders' HQ at the Davy Fort and is thought to 
be considering a return to Lyme colours. 

The 31-year-old was a key member of the club's 
quadruple trophy winning team from 2004-05 hav¬ 
ing previously had trials with both Exeter City and 
Dorchester Town. 

One new face at the Fort is Andy Dare who previ¬ 
ously turned out for Uplyme and played rugby for 
Sidmouth RFC. 

Lyme Regis Reserves/Bantams have been handed 
a tough-looking opening tie in the Combe St 
Nicholas-based Tom Facey Invitational Cup. 

Lyme, who were beaten on penalties by Crewkerne 
Rangers in last year's cup final, take on Wellington 
on Friday - 6:30pm ko (at Combe). 

It would appear that Combe have upgraded the 
competition, traditionally contested between play¬ 
ers from the lower half of the Perry Street League. If 
the Seasiders were to progress they will face either 
South Petherton or Chard Town in the next round.

Rowing success for 
Colfox at Dorset 
School Games 

TWO teams from the Sir John Colfox School came close to winning 
titles in the final of the Indoor Rowing competition at the Dorset 
School Games held in Bournemouth recently.
